The Dominion of Canada is a great heritage. It has many great 
problems to solve in order to achieve its destiny, Before Governments snd 
people can successfully cope with these problems the citizenship of the 
Dominion must become imbued with, fully accept, and earnestly practice 
the “Spirit of Confederation” which animated the leaders in the public 
life cf this country sixty odd years ago, The names and memories of the 
Fathers of Confederation are held in honor, not only for what they 
achieved, but because of the true patriotism expressed through real 
sacrifice by which union became an accomplished fact. 


It is no light matter to speak of the Spirit of Confederation, It was a 


very real thing. It breathes hrough every utterance of the men who found 
it necessary to sink political differences, submerge personal views and 
convictions, abandon policies dear to their hearts, and accept compromises 
failing short of what they desired. But they did it, knowing that only 
so could disaster for British and Canadian interests be averted and the 
future of the northern half of the continent under the British flag be 
assured, It was this spirit which alone made Confederation possible and 
carried it successfully through the stormy early years, 

This same spirit is just as vitally necessary in the life of Canada today 
as it ever was in the past. Without it the Dominion could not have had its 
being; without it the Dominion cannot continue to exist. 


The great challenge which Canada presents to the world at large, and, 


of course, most vitally of all to her own people, is not in the material realm 
of trade and commerce, but in the spirit of the people of the Dominion 
composed as they are of two great races, two distinct forms of religion, 
speaking two languages, and the product of two cultures, Canada's 
challenge to the world is to be found in our success or failure to consist- 
ently live up to the Spirit of Confederation and make it a living vitality in 
the life of the Dominion. This is Canada's challenge to the world because 
the issues of world peace or war are wrapped up in the solutron or exactly 
similar problems in the nations of Europe and across the Pacific. 

The problem before the Fathers of Confederation was whether the 
existence of two races, two languages, two cultures in Canada was: an 
insurmountable obstacle to the creation of a single ,united nation, and 
whether such a nation could exist on the basis of that fact. Their decision 
was that such a nation could exist, and they laid down the formula in the 
British North America Act. Confederation became an accomplished fact, 


and it has not only survived but progressed and grown to an amazing | 


extent.

BREAD PUDDING DESSERT

A Remarkable Invention 


Air Driven Railplane Cars Are To Bo 
Tested In England 

Experiments are to be carried out 
in England, in a few weeks’ time, 
with a remarkable new invention 
which may be the fore-runner of 
revolutionary developments in rail 
transport. It is a “railplane’—a 
cigar-shaped car driven by air pro- 
pellors and suspended from an over- 
head monorail track. Speeds of over 
129 miles an hour are considered a 
practical possibility. The inventor 
is George Bennie, a well-known Edin- 
burgh man, who has secured a siding 
from the London and North Eastern 
Railway Company, in order‘ to carry 
out tests. 

Mr. Bennie explains that his sys- 
tem is not intended to be a suhsti- 
tute for the railways, as heavy or 
bulky goods cannot conveniently be 
carried. It is claimed, however, that 
it will afford safe and ultra rapid 
transport for passengers, mails, 
newspapers, etc. 

The tracks for the railplane cars 
are intended to be suspended from a 
rigid overhead structure at a suit- 
able height above the ground level. 
The supports will be constructed so 
that the tracks can be built over ex- 
isting railways, rgads, and houses. 

The tracts are kept rigid by tres- 
tles or columns placed at intervals, 
a rigid guide rail being provided be- 
neath the cars as well as the over- 
head monorail from which they will 
be suspended. 

The design is such that at high 
speeds the cars will tend to rise 
slightly in the air on the principle of 
an aeroplane and thus relieve the 
friction due to the weight of the cars 
on the suspending rail, 

Passengers will be able to join the 
| cars by means of flights of stairs or 
elevators to overhead platforms.

Will Maintain High 
Quality Of Beef 
Grade Must Be Satisfactory To 
Receive Government Brand 


As soon as the necessary inspect- 
ors can be appointed at local points, 


the Federal Livestock Department 
will inaugurate a policy of branded 
beef, with the Féderal Government 


. responsible for the maintenance of 


high quality of the brands which it 
approves. In order to qualify under 
this scheme of Government certifica- 
tion, the beef must have been 
slaughtered’ in a Government-in- 
spected abattoir and bear the Gov- 
ernment inspector stamp. It shall 
then be submitted to the Government 
inspector and, if satisfactory grade, 
the brand of quality will be affixed 
to it. The beef must then be retail- 
ed through an establishment approv 
ed by the Government. . 


Wool By Aeroplane 


Australian Company Considering 
This Means Of Transport 

Transport of wool by aeroplane is 
being considered by Australian Air 
Services, Ltd, in districts where 
camel caravans are now employed. . 
The company in Melbourne has al- 
ready received a request from a sta- © 
tion owner in Northern Victoria’ for 
specifications and an estimate of 
cost of freight plans to carry his 
wool over a difficult 500 miles of the 
journey to the nearest seaport. The 
transport of freight in the district in 
which the station is situated costs 
about £80 per ton, and a plane will 
be able to transport freight over the 
distance in a day whereas several 
weeks are often required. 


Forced Strawberries Costly 

Five dollars each was the produc- 
tion cost of strawberries eaten at a 
gathering of members of the Aca- 
demy of Science, in Paris. The ber- 
ries were produced from roots plant- 
ed in pots in a cellar under the yel- 
low rays of two Tungsten lamps, 
each of 1,200-watt power, which were 
kept revolving continuously at a 
height of three feet.

New Wireless Marvel 


Will Function As Both Radio Tele- 
phone and Radio Telegraph 

The London Daily Mail says that 
@ new wireless marvel has been per- 
fected at the Marconi Company lab- 
oratories which will enable a beam 
short wave radio station to function 
as both radio telephone and radio 
telegraph station. 

The Mail says the Invention was 
tried out recently between Bridge- 
water and Montreal with astound- 
ing success. An unidentified en- 
gineer named “Mathieu” is credit- 
ed with having perfected the appara- 
tus for the Marconi Company. Of 
him, G. G, Kellaway, managing di- 
rector, says: ‘He solved all our trou. 
bles.” 

The tests were made in the pres- 
ence of Sir Basil Blackett, chairman 
of the new Imperial Communication 
Company; David Sanoff, of the Radio 
Corporation of America; Kellaway, 
and others, who talked to Mr. J. H. 
Thomson, chief engineer of the Cana- 
dian Marconi Company; Mr. J. E. 
MacPherson, vice-president of the 
Canadian Bell Telephone Company, 
and others, at the receiving station 
fifty miles north of Montreal, 

While experimenters used the desk 
telephone of the Bridgewater office, 
a tape was running off written tele- 
graphed messages at the rate of a
